cision of the supreme court which, 
-/as handed down In Springfield on 
Thursday affirms the decision of the 
March, 1920, term 
of the Mattoon 


Citv Court, in which Odd Niles, a res- 
ident of Ash Grove township, was 
convicted of the charge of perjury. 
Niles has been at liberty under a 
T6.000 bond since the time ot his 
conviction, awaiting the decision of 
the higher court. The bond 
was 
signed by his mother, Mrs. Sarah 
Nilea of near Bruce, and J. I*. Stiff 
of Mattoon. 


If Niles does * not appear before 


Judge McNutt 
within a 
specified 


time for sentence, the $6,000 bond 
will ba forfeited. 


Niles was indicted in 1919 by n. 


Mattoon city-court grand Jury on the 
charge of buying the automobile of 
W. A. Paxton, an Illinois Central 
shopman of Mattoon, knowing 
tho 


car to have been stolen property. 


PERJURED TESTIMONY. 


He was acquitted qf this charge 


but later another grand jury of that 
court indicted him on the charge of 
perjury, the contention being that he 
gave perjured testimony during the 
hearing of the case. He was convict- 
ed of the charge of perjury, but be- 
fore sentence 
could 
be passed by 


Judge McNutt, before whom the case 
was tried, an appeal to the supreme 
court was taken.

Borah Wants Real Disarmament and Solution of 


China's Problem. 


By Mark Sullivan. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—The 


most optimistic friend of success for 
this conference must admit that It 
''s just now in Ule midst of hurdles 
At the present moment the subma- 
rine is beinc treated as it it were an 
iwue 
between Great Britain 
and 


1-ranee, and as if any compromise 
achieved between them would be a 
satisfactory settlement of It. 
This 


would be a comfortable thought, only 
it fails to take 
account 
of 
the 


amount of public sentiment, both 
in the senate and in America out- 
side the .senate, v.liich regards Amer- 
ica as an interested party in the 
bubmanne controversy. 


SPEECH A WARNING. 


America has not carefully read or 


fully weighed t)ie speech which Sen- 
ator Borah made in the senate ten 
<ia}s ago. I am tola that this speeuh 
has been cabled to Europe and re- 
printed there, and 
been made 
the 


basii ot important European policy 
in those quarters winch realize the 
power ot the American senate in in- 
ternational affairs. Borah made that 
speech to serve warning on the con- 
ference. He said: 


"The justification for the remarks 


1 am going to make is that it may 
not be said hereafter that I did not 
speak at a time when possibly what 
I had to say might have been list- 
ened to In other places. I do not 
want to be stopped 
hereafter 
by 


silence at this time." 


WANTS REAL DISARMAMENT. 
Then Senator Borah went on to 


viv, among other forceful declara- 
tions, "the extent and -vigor of my 
opposition to this treaty will be de- 
termined -very largely by what the 
conference does with reference to 
real disarmament and by what it 
docs -n ith reference to China." 


A little later on Senator Borah said 


that his policy would be to "elimi- 
nate submarines and banish them 
from the sea entirely." 


It is very well known that in this 


latter sentiment about the subma- 
line Senator Bora'i is supported by 
some other senators and by largo 
and important sources and exponents 
of American public opinion. Merely 
to achieve a satisfactory compromise 
between France which wants subma- 
rines, and Great Britain, which doeg 
not want them, will be far short of 
a satisfactory ending of the trou- 
bles of the conference over this par- 
ticular form of armament. 


BORAH'S INTEREST IX CHINA. 
Senator Borah said that the extent 


i>f his opposition to the treaty will 
lie determined also by what the con- 
ference does with reference to China. 
We ha»cn't heard much from con- 
ference about China recently. 
The 


internal troubles of that 
unhapp> 


country undoubtedlv add greatly to 
America's difficultips m trying to 
set China on her feet. It may reas- 
onably be expected, however, that in 
spite of hanrticap« 
the 
American 


delegates will hold firmly to their 
programme about China. 


There remains one other 
subject i 


»bout which the friends of succe- 
for the conference are disturbed. It 


son gas should be severely restricted 
or completely outlawer, and I have 
heard high military authorities say 
that a country could be stripped of 
over} sort of military equipment, but 
If it had an ordinary industrial plant 
for the production ot dy 
chem- 


icals it could, within a space of four 
weeks, turn such a plant into a mil- 
itary machine of greater deaullness 
than anv thing ever used in the past.

BURDEN TO LANDS. 


It uas also shewn that the trend of 


the past decade, lAdudlng the last 
three years particularly, has been to 
hhlft the burden of taxation 
from 


other classes of property to 
lands. 


This Is illustrated by the following 
figures- The assessments 
for 191S- 


19-20 show a grand total increase far 
the state of 7.3 per cent. 
Personal 


property an increase of 6.7 per cent; 
lands an increase of IS.9 per cent; 
lots an incrense of 3 4 per cent; rail- 
roads a decrease of 4 2 per cent; for 
corporations other than railroads, a 
decrease ot 24.1 per cent. The mar- 
gin of difference for the three years 
m favor of railroads as against lands 
is 231 per cent; against lands and 
m favor c.f lots 15 5 per cent, against 
lands and in favor ot personal pra- 
pci ty 122 per cent; 
against lands 


and in favor of capital stock of cor- 
porations other than railroads 43 per 
cent.

for them In the customary fashion; 
that if they buy more than, the pre- 
war quantities, they shall pay for 
this excess which we send them out 
of the debts ^hlch they owe us. 


HOW IT WOULD WORK. 


"In the case of England, for ex- 


ample, let us assume that before 
the war she only took 500,000,000 
pounds of pork products from the, 
United States, but this year she Im- 
ports 800,000,000 pounds. The idea is 
that England shall pay for the 000,- 
000,000 pounds of pork in the cus- 
tomary way, but that the extra 300,- 
000,000 pounds .shall be paid for out 
of the $4,000,000,000 uhlch England 
owes the United States. 


"The theory is that Enffland sends 


us money to pay for this surplus 
pork which she Imports and that 
this money not only pays for the 
pork but also applies on the $4,000,- 
000,000 debt which she owes us. 


REDUCES DEBTS. 


"This 
is a most 
statesmanlike 


method of dealing with the Euro- 
pean debts. 
It provides 
for 
the 


gradual reduction of European debts 
in*such a fashion that the American 
export trade will be benefited rather 
than harmed. It should help to sta- 
bilize foreign cuirencles and to en- 
able hard-pressed European 
coun- 


tries to secure the food products and 
supplies which they so seriously need 
right now. 


NO ONE LOSES. 


"Prom a superficial viewpoint, tha 


loser is the governmeut of the Unit- 
ed States, and, therefore, the tax- 
payers of the United States. Funda- 
mentally, however, we much doubt It 
anyone Is the loser, for there IE 
some reason to doubt that more than 
half of this European debt of 510.- 
000,000,000 -mould have been paid off 
anjhow. 


"This scheme of Babson s Is the 


one form of European debt cancella- 
tion which *e believe will work a 
benefit both to the United States 
and to Europe. 
If this BCheme. is 


not followed, we, of course, advlae 
against cancellation 
of 
European 


debts, on the theory that as long us 
England and France have this debt 
against, them their Interest will b» 
in a hlsh level of prices in the Unit- 
ed States, and that a high price 
level will also be to the advantage- 
of tho farmer who owns land.

agricultural bloc in congress might 
ucll consider this Babson plan for 
handling the European debt situ- 
atlon with great care. 
We believe

The opinion in full of the supreme 


court In the case of the people vs. 
A. L. Benton, et al., hotter known as 
the case of Forsyth community con- 
solidated school district No. 154, was 
received Saturday by 'WTiltley & Fltz- 
eerald. 


The people attacking the organiza- 


tion of district No. 154 claimed It 
•was Illegal for several reasons. The 
supreme court holds that at the time 
judgment was entered in the circuit 
court of Macon * county the court 
properly held that the elections or- 
ganizing the district and electing a 
board of education were void; but 
that since such decision the legis- 
lature bad passed a number of cura- 
tive or validating: acts disposing of 
a number of the pbjectlons to the 
organization of the district; that the 
supreme court gives Its 'decision on 
what the law is now and not on what 
the law wag at the time of the hear- 
ing In the circuit court. 
Validating 


acts are retroactive, 


TERRITORY OVERLAPS. 


One of the objections to the or- 


ganization of the district was that 
tne territory embraced In community 
consolidated district No. 154 overlaps 
the territory embraced In consolidat- 
ed school districts Nos. 162 and 153, 
organized prior to No. 154. 


The case is remanded for further 


evidence on this one point. The su- 
preme court holds that If It does 
overlap it la illegally organized. In 
that case district No. 154 will be left 
with only a lew acres, not enough 
to support a hlehv school.
